RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
Three  Chinese  tourists  pose  for 
pictures  at  the  base  of  a  huge 
tower  of  rock  that  for  genera¬ 
tions  has  drawn  admirers  and 
worshipers  to  this  small  valley 
in  central  China's  Wuling 
Mountains.  The  gray  and  white 
column  of  stone,  which  local 
Tujia  (pronounced  Too-JAH) 
villagers  worship,  fascinates 
tourists.  From  certain  angles, 
an  optical  illusion  makes  the 
giant  rock  look  precariously 
balanced,  as  if  the  playful  push 
of  a  child  could  send  it  toppling 
into  a  creek  below. 

While  this  may  be  a  "Kodak 
moment"  for  visiting  tourists, 
the  r(Kk  is  anything  but  child's 
play  for  the  Tujia,  an  unreached 
pwple  group  of  more  than  6 
million  people.  More  than  2  bil¬ 
lion  p)eople  in  1,739  ethnic  peo¬ 
ple  groups  like  the  Tujia  have  lit¬ 
tle  or  no  access  to  the  good  news 
of  salvation  in  Jesus  Cnrist. 

The  Tujia  believe  the  rock  has 
special  powers,  explains  "Eric 
Jones,"  (not  his  real  name)  who, 
along  with  his  wife,  "Lynn,"  are 
Southern  Baphst  Intemahonal 
Mission  Board  (IMB)  strategy 
coordinators  for  the  Tujia.

everyone  has  been  touched  by  death  with¬ 
in  the  first  decade-and-a-half  of  their  lives. 

For  the  Christian,  death  holds  no  mys¬ 
tery.  By  virtue  of  our  personal  acceptance 
of  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  when 
we  depart  this  earthly  realm  we  will  take 
our  place  in  Heaven  with  the  Father,  the 

I  Son,  and  the  Christians  who  have 
gone  before  us. 

God  made  it  that  simple  for  a 
reason,  namely  because  it  nad  to  be 
simple  for  us  to  understand  and 
accept  it.  We  should  be  cautious  not 
to  splice  our  own  man-made  mis¬ 
conceptions  and  preconditions  into 


the  perfect  simplicitv  of  God's  plan 
for  our  daily  lives,  earthly  deaths, 
and  eternal  security. 

Christians  understand  that  our 
passing  is  known  only  to  the  Father, 
who  in  his  good  time  and  for  his 
own  purposes  will  call  us  home  at 
the  appointed  hour.  We  kninv  that 
even  circumstances  of  death  which 
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seem  untimely  or  tragic  can  be  used 
of  God  to  accomplish  his  will. 

We  acknowledge  that  just  as  God  is  sole¬ 
ly  responsible  for  the  creation  of  life,  so 
shoulu  the  responsibility  for  finishing  life 
be  placed  in  his  capable  hands. 

There  are  ouite  a  few  people,  however, 
who  would  like  nothing  better  than  to 
wrest  that  responsibility  from  God's  hands 
and  place  it  in  their  own  hands.  Dr.  jack 
Kevorkian,  while  not  the  only  offender,  is  a 
prime  example  of  this  attitude. 

Kevorkian  has  been  in  the  news  of  late 
because  of  his  conviction  in  a  Michigan 
courtroom  for  second-degree  murder  in  the 
assisted-suicide  death  of  a  terminally-ill 
man.  His  death  was  broadcast  on  the  popu¬ 
lar  "60  Minutes"  television  newsmagazine. 


Kevorkian  has  been  involved  in  assisted 
suicides  for  a  long  time.  Newsweek  maga¬ 
zine  recently  reported  that  if  all  of 
Kevorkian's  victims  were  considered 
homicides  (and  they  should  be),  the  good 
doctor  would  account  for  over  lO'^o  of  all 
the  homicides  committed  in  this  decade  in 
Oakland  County,  Michigan  —  the  base  for 
his  death-dealing  operation. 

The  "60  Minutes"  broadcast,  however, 
was  different.  Where  Kevorkian  previously 
provided  only  the  mechanical  means  and 
technical  advice  to  people  who  wanted  to 
kill  themselves,  he  actually  injected  the 
deadly  chemicals  into  the  veins  of  the  ter- 
minaliy-ill  man  on  the  television  broadcast. 

Kevorkian  followed  that  despicable  act, 
as  he  always  does,  with  a  defiant  dare  to 


authorities  to  prosecute  him.  Well, 
Oakland  Countv  authorities  took  him  up 
on  his  dare  and  he's  ni>w  a  convicted  felon. 

It's  no  revelation  that  America  is 
enthralled  with  a  culture  of  death,  as  per¬ 
sonified  by  jack  Kevorkian. 

Mavbe  the  conviction  of  "Dr.  Death" 
Kexorkian  —  a  moniker  he  proudly  wore 
like  a  badge  of  honor  —  signals  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  weariness  with  the  culture  of 
death  that  has  descended  over  this  country 
in  recent  decades. 

One  day  soon,  maybe  we'll  return  to 
God  that  which  belonged  to  him  in  the  first 
place  and  should  never  have  been  taken 
from  him:  the  power  of  life  and  death. 

We  can  hope,  but  more  importantly,  we 
can  pray.  Let's  start  right  now.

Korb  suggested  four  actions  churches  can  take: 

♦  Adopt  worker-screening  policies.  Screening  is  needed  both 
for  volunteer  and  paid  workers. 

♦  Follow  the  "twcr-adult"  rule.  At  no  time  should  one  adult  be 
left  alone  with  children. 

♦  Practice  the  "six-month"  rule.  Churches  should  determine  a 
reasonable  time  to  become  acquainted  with  new  members 
before  recruiting  them  to  work  with  children. 

♦  Memorialize  "due  diligence."  Document  everything.  Write 
down  every  step  taken  in  the  selection  and  supervision  of  work¬ 
ers  with  children.

States  produce  stewardship  materials 

JEFFERSON  CITY,  Mo.  (BP  and  local  reports)  —  Mississippi  has  joined  three  other 
state  Baptist  conventions  to  produce  stewardship  materials  for  use  across  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  "'New  Century  Giving'  provides  materials  for  a  three-Sunday 
emphasis  which  places  the  lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  declarativ'e  biblical  principle 
d  sacrifice  as  the  giving  model,"  said  Jim  Rich,  stewardship  director  for  the  Missouri 
Baptist  Convention  in  Jefferson  City. 

'It  is  strongly  Bible-based,  with  the  event  of  Jesus'  encounter 
with  the  young  ruler  in  Matthew  19:21-29  as  the  focal  passage," 
Rich  said. 

The  guide  includes  instructions,  sample  worship  serv'ice  agen¬ 
das,  worship  handouts,  preaching  suggestions,  dramatic  sketch¬ 
es,  offering  envelopes,  age-graded  Sunday  school  leaflets, 
teacher's  guides,  poster  and  clip  art,  and  follow-up  ideas. 
---David  Mkhel,  stewardship  director  for  the-Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  said  the  program  challenges  believers 
to  examine  their  personal  spiritual  contentment  and  to  clarify 
their  commitment  to  Christ. 

Michel  "In  the  first  century,  Jesus  said,  'It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  pass 

through  the  eye  of  a  ne^le  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  the  kingdom 
of  Heaven.'  In  the  21st  century  we  need  a  metaphor  for  Christian  living  that  is  just  as  radi¬ 
cal.  New  Century  Giving  calls  us  out  of  our  affluence  and  complacency  and  asks  us  to  fcxois 
on  bringing  to  fulfillment  the  kingdom  of  God,"  Michel  said. 

New  Century  Giving  is  unique  in  several  respects,  said  Rich,  who  administrated  the 
effort  among  state  conventions  in  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Mississippi,  and  Florida. 

It  rose  from  the  grassroots,"  he  said.  "It  came  from  the  vision  of  those  who  promote 
stewardship  growth  every  day."  The  program  is  nonprofit  and  completely  funded 
through  Cooperative  Pro^am  gifts. 

"Amid  a  changing  day  as  a  denomination,  the  four  state  [stewardship]  leaders 
desired  to  create  a  simple  set  of  resources  that  would  be  available  to  all  state  steward¬ 
ship  leaders  to  develop  stewards,"  Rich  said.

Is  It  Raining  in  your  World? 

The  Bible  says  it  rains  on  the 
"just"  and  the  "unjust."  At 
times  the  "just"  want  it  to  stop 
raining  ana  at  other  times  they 
want  it  to  start. 

One  day  recently  1  was  sup- 

gosed  to  be  at  a  noon  meeting  in 
rookhaven.  I  rushed  through 
the  rain  to  get  into  my  car  and 
head  south.  It  was  raining  so 
hard  I  could  see  only  a  short  dis¬ 
tance.  The  traffic  was  moving 
slow.  The  water  was  puddled  up 
on  the  road.  It  was  raining  hard 
and  steady,  but  about  half  way  to 
Brookhaven  it  lightened  to  a  mist 
and  then  stopped  altogether. 

In  fact,  when  I  got  to 
Brookhaven  they  had  not  had 
any  rain.  The  sun  was  shining 
and  spring  flowers  were  just 
gleaming  brightly  all  over  town. 

I  finished  the  rneeting  and 
got  back  in  my  car  for  a  quick 
dash  back  to  Jackson.  It  was 
beautiful!  The  temperature  was 
in  the  mid-70's  and  the  sun

bathed  everything.  When  I  got 
near  Jackson  it  started  to  rain  a 
little,  then  a  little  bit  more,  and 
then  a  little  bit  more,  and  then 
came  lightening  and  thunder.  I 
was  in  a  downpour.  It  never 
stopped  raining  in  Jackson  ^nd 
it  never  started  in  Brookhaven. 

When  I  arrived  at  the  Baptist 
Building  my  little  car  tempera¬ 
ture  gauge  had  dropped  from 
the  mid-70’s  to  the  high  50's  — 
from  sunshine  to  soaking  rain. 

I  see  this  sort  of  thing  fre¬ 
quently  as  I  travel  from  one 
end  of  the  state  to  the  other.  At 
times  the  temperature  and 
atmospheric  conditions  are 


dramatically  different  from  one 
place  to  another. 

In  a  similar  fashion,  I  have 
observ'ed  that  spiritual  temper¬ 
ature  and  heavenly  atmosphere 
are  often  different  from  one 
place  to  another.  An  assiKiation 
may  be  alive,  vibrant,  and 
enjoying  the  blessings  of  God 
in  unusual  ways  in  one  part  of 
the  state,  while  another  assiKia- 
tion  of  churches  may  be  in  the 
doldrums,  wondering  when 
the  clouds  will  ever  go  away. 

I  have  been  in  churches 
where  it  seemed  as  though  the 
Lord  had  decided  to  open  the 
windows  of  Heaven  and  dump 


for  the  LifeWay  group*  told  the  Executiv  e 
Committee  in  introducing  Burkett,  presi¬ 
dent  and  founder  of  Christian 
Financial  Concepts,  Atlanta.

At  the  close  of  the  study,  there  is  a  spe¬ 
cial  all-church  celebration  planned,  giv  mg 
thanks  for  the  life-change  and  personal  v  ic- 
tories  that  ixrcurred  during  the  studv. 

Burkett  said  in  a  typical  church  of  llX) 
families,  37  families  give  nothing  to  their 
ehurch.  "If  you  change  thiihLart,  thc^giving 
will  follow,^'  Burkett  said. 

"Where  we  :^end  our  money  tells  whea^ 
our  hearts  are.  Giving  is  truly  a  reflection  of 
what's  in  our  hearts. 

"Christ  said  the  greatest  threat  to 
Christianity  is  not  drugs,  sex,  murder,  rape  dr 
even  politicians!  The  greatest  threat  is  mate¬ 
rialism,"  Burkett  said,  paraphrasing 
Matthew  6:24.  "People  spend  more  than  they 
earn,  about  $1.10  for  ever\'  dollar  earned." 

Burkett  said  he  hopes  the  new  emphasis 
would  help  "swing  the  tide  back  in  the 
right  direction  in  the  local  church." 

The  study,  available  following  its  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  SBC  annual  meeting  in 
Atlanta  in  June,  includes  a  daily  interac¬ 
tive  study  written  by  Kay  Moore, 
Richmond,  Va.,  author  and  former  editor 
at  LifeWay  who  also  has  been  a  newspaper 
editor  and  reporter.

On  other 
aays,  things  are  turned  in  a 
totally  different  direction  and  it 
makes  describing  the  whole 
state  almost  impossible.

Award  winning  photograph¬ 
er  Eric  Valli,  once  took  a  picture 
of  a  man  on  a  395-foot  cliff,  rob¬ 
bing  honey  from  the  world's 
largest  honeybees  in  the  foothills 
of  the  Himalayan  Mountains.

So,  he  took  a  deep 
breath  and  wlaxed  knowing  that 
getting  stui^  would  be  Setter 
tnan  falling  off  the  cliff. 

Fear  can  send  a  person 
plummeting  to  destruction.  For 


believers,  we  need  to 
realize  the  strength  of 
our  God  and  hang  on 
to  him  no  matter  what  Hester 
the  circumstances. 

This  psalm  provides  its  singer 
comfort  amiclst  great  distress. 

The  great  Reformer,  Martin 
Luther  sang  this  psalm  when  he 
was  surrounded  by  death 
threats.  The  title  contains  the 
words  "A  Song  up>on  Alamoth." 
These  words  mean  this  psalm 
was  to  be  sung  at  a  high  pitch  for 
the  treble  or  soprano  voices  of 
the  Hebrew  choir.  The  high  pitch 
and  the  marked  rests  of  "Selah" 
emphasize  the  peace  of  the  one 
who  trusts  in  God. 

God  is  proven  (46:1-3).  The 
words  "a  very  present  help"  (v. 

1)  are  emphatically  written  in 


Hebrew.  The  words  lit¬ 
erally  mean  "a  well 
proved  help  in  trouble." 

We  are  surrounded 
by  a  great  cloud  of  wit¬ 
nesses  in  Scripture  and 
in  our  own  lives  that 
give  testimony  to  the 
proven  help  God  has 
been.  Their  faith  settled 
upon  God  when  nothing 
else  seemed  to  be  settlecT 
In  verses  two  aW  three,  the 
psalmist  describes  an  environ¬ 
ment  that  is  unstable,  shaken, 
and  violent.  One  can  almost 
hear  the  Hebrew  choir  hit  their 
crescendo  in  this  list  of  catastro¬ 
phes  when  the  author  of  such  a 
soi^  designates  a  rest. 

Charles  Spurgeon  wrote, 
"'Selah.'  In  the  midst  of  such  a 
hurly-burly  the  music  may  well 
come  to  a  pause,  both  to  give  the 
singers  breath,  and  ourselves 
time  for  meditation."  (3ur  medi¬ 
tation  of  such  a  rest  points  only 
to  the  presence  of  God. 

Goa  is  present  (46:4-7).  Verse 


four  declares  his  provision  of 
streams  for  those  wno  trust  him. 
In  John  7:38,  Jesus  reiterated  these 
sentiments.  He  said,  "He  that 
believeth  on  me,  as  the  Scripture 
hath  said,  out  of  his  belly  shall 
flow  rivers  of  living  water.*' 

Verse  five  proclaims  that 
God's  presence  is  the  stabilizing 
factor  for  God's  city.  William 
Seeker  once  wrote,  "Tried  she 
may  be,  but  destroyed  she  can¬ 
not  be.  Her  founciation  is  the 
Rock  of  Ages,  and  her  defense 
the  everlasting  Arms." 

Verse  six  may  be  used  to 
describe  recent  events  in 
Kosovo.  One  needs  to  note, 
however,  that  the  Word  of  God 
still  settles  the  storm.  When 
verse  seven  claims  God  as  our 
refuge,  we  have  another  pause 
for  reflective  gratitude.  Our  pre¬ 
sent  God  is  al^  a  powerful  God. 

God  is  powerful  (46:8-11). 
In  verse  eight,  when  God 
invites  us  to  see  his  works,  we 
are  escorted  not  to  the  creative¬ 
ly  beautiful  aspects  of  nature  or 


the  divinely  ornate  of  the 
changed  heart.  Instead,  we  are 
led  to  his  work  of  desolation. 

When  the  ancient  Romans 
conquered  a  nation,  they  col¬ 
lected  the  arms  of  their  con¬ 
quest  and  set  them  on  fire.  A 
medal  struck  by  the  Roman 
emperor,  Vespasian,  on  finish¬ 
ing  his  wars,  represents  the 
goddess  of  peace  holding  an 
olive  branch  in  one  hand,  and  a 
lighted  torch  in  the  other  setting 
fire  to  a  heap  of  armor.  The  war¬ 
ring  man  has  his  anger  stilled 
by  seeing  the  overwhelming 
desolation  from  his  conqueror. 

Such  is  the  scene  of  me  con¬ 
quering  God  in  verse  nine.  In  the 
light  of  God's  overwhelming 
power  in  verse  ten,  stillness  is  the 
only  response.  We  are  to  still  our 
actions  and  our  words  in  order  to 
stir  our  souls.  Once  in  our  still¬ 
ness,  we  embrace  him  as  our  per¬ 
sonal  refuge,  we  will  expjerience 
the  powerful  rest.  "Selah."

John  8:12,  21-36

It  was  early  morning  and  the 
light  of  the  sun  was  just  begin¬ 
ning  to  color  the  sky  and  the 
clouds  over  the  ocean.  My  hus¬ 
band  and  I  had  been  climbing 
for  about  twenty  minutes  up 
the  well-marked  trail  that  led  to 
the  top  of  the  Diamond  head 
crater  m  Oahu,  Hawaii. 

Since  sunrise  was  just  a  few 
minutes  away,  we  were  breath¬ 
ing  hard  in  our  effort  to  get  to 
the  top  before  the  sunrise. 
Suddenly  we  came  upon  a  cave 
that  went  right  through  the 
mountain.  There  was 
handrail  leading  inside  so 
grabbed  it  ancT  tiKik  off. 
slowed  down  quickly  as

soon  saw  nothing  but 
darkness  It  was  scarv! 

I  wanted  to  turn 
around  but  1  knew'  we  Cape 
were  verv  close  to  the 
top.  Why  couldn't  we  see  the 
end  of  the  tunneP  Them  was  no 
light  at  all  (unle.ss  w'e  liHiked 
behind  us  to  stv  the  beginning 
of  the  tunnel). 

Just  when  1  was  starting  to 
panic  in  all  that  darkness,  my 
nusband  said  that  he  felt  a 
curve  in  the  handrail.  The  tun¬ 
nel  made  a  right  angle  and  sud¬ 
denly  we  could  see  the  light  at 
the  end  of  the  tunnel  only  a  few' 
feet  away.  I  sUkkI  in  the  curv'e 
of  the  tunnel  and  looked  at  the 
light  behind  me  and  then  at  the 
light  before  me. 


So  many  times  I  had 
used  the  phrase  "the 
light  at  the  end  of  the 
tunnel"  but  I  never  real¬ 
ly  knew  what  it  meant 
until  that  moment.  I 
praise  God  for  the  light 
and  for  the  beauty  of  the 
sunrise  that  morning. 

In  our  lives  w'e  often 
have  times  of  troubles 
and  darkness.  We  can't 
see  how  Giid  could  be  working 
in  the  midst  of  all  the  confu¬ 
sion,  but  Jesus  identified  him¬ 
self  as  "the  Light."  He  is  the 
one  who  can  help  people  stv 
reality  and  find  their  way  in 
this  tunnel  of  darkness  that  we 
call  the  world. 

In  our  search  for  truth,  we 
must  first  believe.  That  seems 
easy  for  folks  who  have  been  in 
church  most  of  their  lives,  but 
Jesus  asks  us  to  go  beyond  just 
believing.  He  says  that  we 
must  continue  in  nis  Word  to 
be  his  disciples. 


Is  hearing  the  Word  in 
church  once  or  twice  a  week 
enough?  "Surely- we've  heard 
all  the  important  Bible  stories 
by  now;  why  keep  reading 
them?"  some  might  say. 

William  Barclay  says,  "No 
one  can  hear  or  read  the  words 
of  Jesus  once  and  then  say  he 
understands  their  full  meaning. 
We  read  a  great  btxik  many 
times.  To  remain  in  the  word  of 
Jesus  means  constantly  to 
study  and  think  about  what  He 
.said  until  more  and  more  of  its 
meaning  becomes  ours." 

As  we  continue  in  the 
Word,  Jesus  says  we  will  know 
the  truth  and  the  truth  will  set 
us  free.  What  is  the  truth  that 
will  set  us  free?  The  truth  of 
Jesus  shows  us  what  things 
are  really  important  —  the  real 
values  in  life. 

Plato  compares  men  who 
have  never  tried  to  face  the 
truth  to  prisoners  in  a  deep 
underground  cave.  They  have 


been  chained  in  such  a  way  that 
they  cannot  turn  their  header. 
All  they  can  see  are  shadows 
thrown  by  the  firelight  on  the 
cavern  wall  and  voices  reflect¬ 
ed  back  from  the  wall. 

These  prisoners  of  the  dark 
cave  think  the  shadows  are 
realities,  and  hearing  the 
vague  echoes,  take  them  for 
songs  and  voices. 

"Imprisoned  in  self-chosen 
darkness,  how  few'  among  liv¬ 
ing  men  even  care  for  that  wis¬ 
dom  which  consists  in  seeing 
the  things  that  are,  and  seeing 
them  as  they  are!  Let  a  man  but 
once  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  true 
light.  Let  one  ray  out  of  eternity 
shine  down  upon  him  and  for 
him  the  world  and  the  things  of 
the  world  shrivel  into  insignifi¬ 
cance."  (Mrs.  Charles  E. 
Cow'man  from  Streams  in  the 
Desert,  Vol.  2)

Life  and  Work 

Through  failure  to  purpose 

John  18:15-18,  25-27;  21:15-22

A  minor  league  manager 
decided  to  vanx  his  center 
fielder  and  play  the  position 
him.self.  His  first  ball  Uxik  a  bad 
hop  and  hit  him  in  the  mouth. 
The  .second  one  hit  him  on  the 
head  after  he  lost  it  in  the  sun. 
The  third  one  hit  him  between 
the  eyes,  going  between  out¬ 
stretched  hands  as  he  charged  a 
line  drive.  At  this  he  charged 
the  dugout  and  collared  the 
center  fielder,  shouting, 
"You've  got  center  field  so 
messed  up  that  even  I  can't  do 
anything  with  it." 

Peter^s  experience  had  been 
a  series  of  failures.  He  pieriodi- 
cally  rotated  180  degrees  oppo¬ 


site  the  position  he 
had  just  occupied. 

Such  instability'  surli¬ 
ly  is  why  Jesus  ga\'e 
him  the  new  name 
"Peter,"  suggesting  a  rock-like 
character  so  that  he  could  move 
beyond  failure  toward  a  steady 
identity.  The  present  lesson  is 
especially  appropriate  after 
Easter,  being  about  post-resur¬ 
rection  renewal,  suggesting  that 
even  failure  can  be  rMeemed. 

Side  by  side  in  Scripture  are 
two  examples  of  handling  the 
remorse  arising  from  serious 
failure.  Failure  can  indeed  seem 
final,  even  fatal.  CXir  expiecta- 
tions  for  success  can  be  so  unre¬ 
alistic  that  failure  can  suggest 
that  we  are  just  no  count,  espe¬ 


cially  w'hen  we  fail  in 
public. 

Failure  is  difficult  to 
incorporate  into  healthy 
self  aw'areness.  Those 
who  are  not  free  to  fail  are 
scarcely  free  to  succeed. 
Biblical  wi.sdom  helps 
failures  be  redet'med  so 
as  to  empow'cr  us. 

Failure  is  a  common 
experience  (18:15-18,  25- 
27).  At  least  since  Caesarea 
Philippi  Peter  had  been  sub¬ 
merged  in  the  cycles  of  confes¬ 
sion-denial,  confessing  Jesus  as 
Messiah,  denying  he  was  a  non¬ 
political  Messiah.  Now  as  Jesus 
faced  trial  for  his  life,  Peter 
faced  a  trial  of  his  fjflth.  Peter's 
failure,  whatever  his  original 
motivation,  was  the  emphatic 
denial  by  a  fearful  disciple  of 
any  association  with  Jesus. 

Failure  is  not  foreign  to  the 
human  experience  and  when 
we  sense  now  to  manage  that 
painful  phenomenon,  growth  is 


more  likely  to  ixrcur. 

Failure  can  be  overcome 
with  new  purpose  (21:15-17). 
Peter  is  shown  here  in  a  time  of 
reconstruction  still  reeling 
under  the  impact  of  disloyalty. 
How  is  he  to  incorporate  this 
failum  into  his  life  story  and  to 
reconfigure  his  loyalty  around 
the  Lord  Jesus? 

Jesus  provides  the  cxcasion 
for  healing  to  set  in,  giving 
Peter  three  opportunities  for 
commitment,  after  the  three 
failures  to  be  loyal.  God  works 
to  reconfigure  tne  tracking  pat¬ 
tern  set  in  motion  by  failure. 

The  third  question  and 
aaswer  reads,  "Dimon,  do  you 
even  love  me  with  philos-kind, 
emotion-based  love?"  Being 
grieved,  Simon  answered,  "By 
factual-observation-know  ledge 
you  know  all;  you  know  from 
piersonal  intuitive  experience 
that  at  least  I  have  emotion- 
based  philos  love."  This  honesty 
was  basic  in  the  move  beyond 


failure  and  toward  stability. 

Failure  can  lead  to  renewed 
commitment  (21:18-22).  Peter's 
new  assignment  of  following 
Jesus  would  not  be  easy.  He 
was  warned  that  it  w'ould  in 
fact  lead  to  death.  To  move 
beyond  failure  Peter's  assign¬ 
ment  mu.st  be  carried  out  with¬ 
out  concern  about  what  was 
given  other  disciples.  He  must 
also  make  a  radical  commit¬ 
ment.  Such  life  lessons  provide 
stable  iouiulatijunsi.ior  mature 
responses  to  failure. 

If  we  can  Judge  from  what 
we  read  in  1  Peter,  we  see  there 
one  who  has  indeed  identified 
with  the  Lord  Jesus  as  Suffering 
Servant.  Peter  learned  who 
Jesus  was  and  what  it  means  to 
follow  him.  He  also  learned 
that  failure  in  the  world's  terms 
may  actually  be  success  in 
kinjgdom  endeavors.

Sheffield,  a  church  consultant  for  LifeWay 
Christian  Resource's  pastor-staff  leader¬ 
ship  department. 

^'Willingness  can  be  a  challenge  —  espe¬ 
cially  if  you  are  on  church  staff.  But  people 
you  care  for  will  pick  up  on  it  if  it's  not 
something  you  want  to  do,"  he  said. 

Sheffiela  led  a  seminar  on  "Quality  Care 
Giving  for  Seniors"  during  a  National 
Senior  Adult  Leadership  Summit,  March 
29-31,  sponsored  by  LifeWay's  discipleship 
and  family  group. 

"One  of  the  greatest  challenges  facing 
the  church  involves  ministering  to  the 
ever-increasing  number  of  older  adults," 

Sheffield  wrote  in  "Forward  Together:  a 
New  Vision  for  Senior  Adult  Ministry" 

Several  authors  contributed  to  the  LifeWay 
Press  manual,  which  serves  as  guide  for 
senior  adult  ministrv. 

Senior  adults  who  need  care  include 
those  in  financial  difficulty;  those  who  are 
homebound  or  who  feel  '''imprisoned"  by 
poor  health,  drug  dependency,  lack  of 
mobility;  those  who  are  in  mourning  over 
the  loss  of  loved  ones;  and  those  who  are 
brokenhearted  or  in  despair. 

Sheffield  listed  three  senior  age  groups, 
including  younger  seniors  (those  who 
need  challenges),  middle  seniors  (those 
who  contribute  to  others'  well  being),  and 
older  seniors  (those  who  deserve  respect 
and  attention). 

He  said  churches  should  involve  i  "car¬ 
ing  team"  to  meet  the  specific  heeds  of 
senior  adults.  The  caring  team  should 
include  the  pastor,  staff  members,  deacons, 

Sunday  School  leaders  and  lay  volunteers, 

Sheffield  said. 

People  who  offer  to  care  for  senior 
adults  should  follow  several  principles, 

Sheffield  said.  They  should: 

♦  Come  to  grips  with  their  own  aging. 

"You  cannot  help  seniors  if  you  are  not  in 
touch  with  your  own  aging  issues. 

Someday  you  might  need  the  same  care." 

♦  Care  with  and  not  for  seniors. 

"Seniors  need  to  feel  they  are  independent. 

Involve  them  in  things  and  let  them  con¬ 
tribute.  Instead  of  making  decisions  for 
them,  give  them  the  facts  and  let  them 
make  their  own  decisions." 

♦  Show  respect  for  who  and  where  they 
are.  "Ask  their  opinion  and  listen  closely
